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USSR - Communist China : The Soviet party ap- 
parently continues to believe that the best way to 
blunt the renewed Chinese attack is to maintain its 
pose as the champion of unity and nonpolemics. 

The decision of the recently concluded plenum 
of the Soviet central committee displayed Soviet an- 
ger at the arrogance of the Chinese Communist 14 
June letter more clearly than did Moscow’s initial 
expression of "regret." Although the decision ac- 
cused the Chinese of "groundless, slanderous" at- 
tacks on the Soviet party, its main purpose was to 
make it appear that the Chinese had broken an agree - 
ment not to engage in open polemics. The Soviet 
party, while noting that its delegates to the forth- 
coming meeting with the Chinese will maintain the 
entire Soviet line, refused even to counter the bla- 
tant Chinese criticism of internal Soviet policies 
with a charge of interference in the affairs of other 
parties. 

The relatively restrained Soviet reaction in the 
face of such open provocation suggests that Moscow 
fears that a renewal of the polemics will lead to 
greater Chinese successes in Peiping’s drive for sup- 
porters within the international Communist movement. 
Uruguayan Communist party leader Arismendi, re- 
porting to his party on his recent visit to the Soviet 
Union, said that Moscow was convinced that nothing 
would come of its talks with the Chinese and that as 
a result the Communist movement would split even 
further. Therefore, Arismendi said, the Uruguayan 
party must be prepared to purge its ranks of sup-
